say? They did sreat harm to the exiles ard prisoners. The follovers and the 
officials of the EPEK must oriens themselves wolitically, aad they must not be — 
deceived by the demagogues. Let the folllovers and officials of the EPEX uneover 
the Judas. of Democracy, if they do not vant te becone eccomplices in the exeeubicen 
of comrade Wikes Belogiannis and his comrades, if tney do not want Driskold 
anc the sadists Angelepovlos end Krontiris to torture the Democrotie citizens 
at General Security, if they do not want the heroes of our National Resistance | 
to rot in the prisons, end if they do not went te approve the policy of 
decteustion end political decadence. Let then separate their respmsibilities,
